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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 15, from which claim 19 depends, requires only that a blowout preventer 
assembly or a riser be present. Claim 19 positively requires a blowout preventer 
assembly. This is indefinite. In order to definite, claim 19 would have to positively recite 
that a blowout preventer assembly is being used. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed In the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 15 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Milberger 2005/0241821, 

Milberger discloses a flow control assembly having a spool tree 12 mounted to a 
wellhead W. A riser 16 is supported by the spool tree. A valve 14 is supported by the 
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spool tree and disposed outside the riser when operated. As to claim 18, the valve 
operator is powered externally to the riser. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 16,17,21 and 22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 15 and 18-20 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
